PROHIBITION IN KANSAS. 


For many months pest tbe business ot 


liquor selling in Kansas has been trans- 
ferred from the saloons to the drugstores. 
This evasion oJ tho prohibitory law be- 
came so widespread that these stores did 
as flourishing a business as the saloons 
formerly did, so that practically, ther8 


waa but little prohibition in Kansas. The 
attorney general of the state, in his repor 
to Governor Martin, recommends change 
on the present law for the inforoement 
of the constitutional amendment in re- 
gard to the sale of liquors, Thus, the 
amendment ho proposes, "in addition to 
tho affidavit now made by tbe druggist 
that the statements filed by hi*a each 
month represent all the liquor sold by 
him, 
requires him to slate under oath 


that the persons applying for tho same 
were persons known to him, wero identi- 
fied, and tb&t the liquors sold were 
desired for legitimate purposes, and that 
in addition thereto the applicant sign hi, 
own name and not a fictitious name to 
the statement." False statements, the 
attorney-general recommends, should be 
punished as perjury. Other changes, all 
ia the lino of increased security, are pro- 
posed. Evidently these amendments aie 
inspired by the discovery ot greater 
difficulty 
than was expected in tbe 


enforcement of prohibition. 


Attorney General Bradford then goe8 


on to ney in his report: "The saloon is 
fist disappearing frcm the State, prac- 
tically is gone. In the counties of Atoh- 
IBOD, Doniphan, Ford, Leavenworth and 
Wyandotte, -where it was thought juiries 
oould not be obtained, prosecutions have 
resulted ju convictions, Laavenworth be- 
ing th« last to yield." And he oonolndee: 
•Since prohibition is a fixed fact and no 
longer regarded as problematical, the

Dr. Draper, who retires from the sec-

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Jan. P.—The sonata, 


boforo adjournment Thursday, passed a reso- 
lution to moot with tho houso Friday to listen 
to tho governor's message. A report, how- 
ever, reached tho oars of tho Domocrats that 
tho Republicans had arranged a coup d'etat 
on tho occasion of tho joint mooting;, and 
consequontly.'no sooner had tho sonato as- 
sembled Friday than the rosolution roforrod 
to was rescinded. This action was taken by 
tt strict party vote, whereupon tho governor's 
message was road- to the sonata. The Repub- 
licans vigorously protested against tho pro- 
ceedings as an insult to the governor und a 
rank affront to tho co-ordinate branch of tho 
legislature, but of courso to no avail. Tho 
majority refused to yield a single point, and 
the thoroughly bulldozed Republicans listened 
to the reading of the gubernatorial message 
in sullen silence. 


Whila thesu proceedings wore taking place 


in tho senate tho Republican majority in tho 
chamber at tho other side of the capitol wore 
dancing a parliamentary war-dancfl, so to 
speak, upon tho prostrate forms of their 
Democratic adversaries, 
Tho houso had 


scarcely boon callod to order when the com- 
mittee on rules appointed submitted a codo 
o£ rules almost identical in substance and 
oflect with those previously adopted in tho 
senato over tho protests of tho Republican 


% minority of that body. 
Tho resolution om- 


\ bodying tho rules was offered.by Buckles, of 


Delaware, who moved tho previous question. 
Pending its second by tho houso, Jowott, tha 
Democratic leader, moved that whon tho 
houso adjourn it ba until Monday attar-noon. 
Tho speaker ruled the 
motion out of 


order. Jowotfc 
appealed from this rul- 


ing, but 
tho houso nustafnod tho chair 


by a party vote. A fierce wranglo ensnod, 
tho Domocrats attempting filibustering' tac- 
tics In order to prevent or delay tho adoption 
of tho rules, but wore squelched by tho 
speaker, who literally hammered them into 
submission. The rules as read were not audi- 
ble to a dozen members of tho house, and 
Juwott and other Democrats sought to havo 
them road again for information. A motion 
to that effect was made, ruled out o£ order, 
and on an appeal from tho speaker's ruling 
ho was sustained by a strict party vote. 
Jowott tried to make a motion, but tho 
speaker said Lo was too late, whereupon Jew- 
ett retorted: "Wo will always bo too loto for 
you to recognize membon of tho minority." 
Tho rules were thereupon adopted under tho 
previous question by a party vote, 
I^Under tht> rules of both houses as they now 
stand tho majority In either can kick out any 
number of members of the minority at a mo- 
ment's nutico without any dobato whatever 
or any formality savo a roll-call. Which- 
ever houso first resorts to euch tactics, tho 
other will at once follow suit, and cc-i fusion 
worso confounded will bo the order of the 
day. 


When tho houso had disposed of tho matter 


of rules, and expectancy sat on every face in 
the crowded galleries, as well as on the 
floor, ait 
emissary 
from tho covsrnor 


presented 
himself 
with 
tho 
message. 


TliO republicans had just loarnod of tho 
sonata's action in declining to meet with tho 
house in joint session, and tlioir indignation 
took tho form of various motions, ono of 
which was to notify tho senate that the 
house was awaiting Its arrival for tho pur- 
pose of listening to tho message. This was 
ilofoatod, and the house adjourned until aft- 
ernoon without disposing of the matter. 


When tho houso reassembled tho question 


of tho disposition to bo mado of tho govern- 
or's message recurred, and, after a tiresome 
squabble, it was voted to lay tho document 
on tho table without reading, and order it 
printed 


Tho speaker announced that in conformity 


to law he would on Monday, at 10 a. m., 
open and publish the returns of tho election 
for lieutenant governor in the presence of 
the two houses. A resolution wag passed in- 
viting tho sounto to bo prosont at that 
hour. 


This resolution was convoyed to thosenatg, 


by which body it was promptly laid on Che 
tablo by tho usual strict party vote. The 
senato had previously voted that when it 
adjourned for tho day it, bo until Tuesday'at

Notwithstanding the cold and disa- 


greeable weather prevailing last evening, 
between three and four hundred tax 
pa} ere assembled at the roller rink for 
the purpose of 
discussing the water 


works question. Mayor Winans called 
the meeting to order, stating tho object 
to bo] considered tha water works ques- 
tion, and requested those present to so- 
lect a chairman, 


On motion of Mr. A. E. Burpee, Dr 


Henry Palmer was elected chairman, 
and on motion of Captain Pliny Nororoee, 
Mr. A. M. Valentine was elected secre- 
tary. 


Upon taking the chair, Dr. Palmer 


thanked the meeting for tho honor, and 
asked the further pleasure of tho meet- 
in?: 


Captain Norcross, in order that the 


meeting might have something to talk 
a'cout, offered ths following resolution: 


Eeiolom, That the Hon. A, P. Lovejoy 


and the Hon. John Winans be requested 
to prooare such amendments to our city 
charter, that tho mayor of this city sball 
have authority to negotiate for, and with 
the consent of the common council, oon- 
traot with, some responsible party, to 
furnish this city with water for fira pro- 
tection aud domestic purposes, upon tbe 
raost favorable terms possible, at a price 
not exceeding the offer mado by Messrs, 
Bullock & Co., and to repeal so much of 
said charter as is moonsistant with such 
proposed amendments. 


Mayor Wmlitis remarked that any citi- 


zen now had an opportunity to speak, 
and in order that all might be accommo- 
dated he moved that each speaker oe 
limited to five minute?, and that no ono 
bo allowed to speak more th^n twice on 
the questions. Adapted. 


Captain Pliny Norcrorswas called out. 


He did not care to occupy time now in 
disu36ing the questions. 
Ee expressed 


his views at the council meeting on Mon- 
day evening and was ready at all limes to 
give reasons for the faith that was in him. 
He 
did 
not 
think the city could 


build and operate tuo works as cheap 
as a private company. There was not 
that care Riven such mattorsjby a munici- 
pality. Ho was surprised, a few day 
since to find on tbe docket of the cirou 
court, since 1860, the sum ot §20.00 
entered in judgments against the city, a 
on account of defective streets and side 
walks. Tt was tho duty of the alderme 
to look after these things, yet they wer 
neglected every day.

the proposition ot Bullock & Co., th 
beet over heard of, and with an annua 
rantal ot Si.500 for 170 fire hydrants o: 
13 miles of pipe was cheap enough, ani 
heartily favored its acceptance. He then 
gave lifiures from Madison and Kockforc 
comparing the same with this propoei 
tiou, showing a large balance in favor o 
the city's granting the franchise. H 
°lased by challenging any citizen to show 
or name a city the siza of Oaneaville 
owning its water works .that was no 
losing money. 


Aid. J. 13. McLean stated that at th 


last meeting be inquired for the letter 
addressed to the Business Men's 
ABEO 


elation, and read at a meeting of the 
common council, all favoring city owner 
ship. No one could or would produd 
the letters, and he was laughed down 
£Le had found ,«. paper containing 
tbe 


letter$, and proceeded to read them. 


L. B. Carle responded that the letters 


were written by paid officials. He wen 
to Kockford wich a delegation, inqnirec 
ot the superintendent who is paid §1,500 
per yew, tbe be st way to bnild the works 
ana of course ho was in favor of city 
ownership. It was the same with the 
paid engineer, and all officials oonnectec 
with the works. Such men would oer 
tainly favor city awnership. 
In his

S. C. Burnham also visited Rockford 


prejudiced against a private company, 
aud came back tbe same way. 
Ha be- 


lieved that the city could bnild the 
works anil operate them as cheap as a 
private company, and for that reason he 
favored city ownership.

the proposition ot Bullock & Co. be was 
Methodist enough to be converted, and 
now was in favor of a private company.

The petition'circulated was based 
on an expense oE 5115,000, but when he 
saw the commissioners going up to S250,- 
000 or 8300,000, or an indefinite amount, 
he thought it well to stop and^consider— 
to go a little slower, not'perhaps any 
slower than these gentlemen had been 
going. It we can get water works for 
g-1 SOO.a year we had better let these men 
50 on and bnild them, 


H. S. Woodruff tnought the water 


works question had been talked almost to 
death, and many men would like to see 
it die. There was aprotitin water workp, 
and he did not believe in grunting ou* 
rights to a private company.

private company all revenue would go 
away from the city, and we would bo 
compelled to ask every favor of tho com- 
pany,. He was strongly in favor of city 
ownership. 


B. B. Eldredge, one of the water com- 


missioners, responded by saying that he 
lonld not discuss a question of this mag- 
nitude in fiva minutes, but would ex- 
jrpgB his profound convictions. If the 
:omtni3sioners had been slow it had 
isen for the citizens benefit. They were 
uneducated aa any of our citizens would 


ave been iu their^plaoes, It has been

hydrants. Time was called on the speak- 
er and he eat down. 


Jesse Miles remarked that if we bond 


the city for 8150,000 or 8200,000 the an- 
nual interest would go out ot tho city. 


J. B. Doe, Jr., responded to load calls. 


He had not examined the question thor- 
oughly but bad made some figures and had 
compared the proposition received with 
the cost ot tbe works built by the city. 
It was self-evident that the men of thiB 
city favored tho water works, and they 
want to live to see them completed. He 
took it that the citizens fayor water 
works, not as a heritage for their grand- 
children. He was still on the fence-not 
quite clear ab to which was the better way 
to build them. 
These figures are sig- 


nificant: Thirteen mileu of mams and 170 
hydrants for S4.500 a year. 
He did not 


recollect any more favorable proposition, 
What will the commissioners' plan cost? 
Some one suggests 8135,000, which means 
8200,000. Twenty-five per cent should 
be added to every contract. The question 
JH, which is tho moat expensive? It costs 
S7.COO a year to run the fire department. 
With water worka.at S4,DCO it left 33,000 
for hose acd hook and ladder com- 
panies, enough to 
thoroughly equip 


them. Under the proposition made by 
this company ve would have a better 
firo department without one dollar addi- 
tional oipocse. At one time he was 
strongly in favor of ihe city building the 
works, but thought he had better look 
into the matter and see what was tbe 
most benefit at the least expense. He 
was in favor of accepting any proposi- 
tion by any company that would give 
better fire protection than the city now 
has at the same price, provided that the 
company would sell the works to the city 
at the end of five years at a reasonable 
price and without cost for tho franchise. 


Aid. T, T. Croft presented a report from 


tho Kockford superintendent of water 
worka. He had been to Knokford with 
the committee alluded to, and had come 
back in favor oC the city owning the 
works, but when we can get them foi 
82C.50 a hydrant, he wanted a private 
company to do it.
